Bonar Law Scores Labor. 


Premier Bonar Law, whose own elec- 
tion in the Central Division of Glasgow 
is by no means a foregone conclusion,

PLYMOUTH, England, Nov. 13 (As- 
sociated Press)—Feeling is unusuaily 
bitter in Viscountess Astor’s campaign 
here. She is having a hard fight to re- 
tain her seat, and there has been a re- 
markable display of heat. Personalities 
and abuse have. driven party pvlicies 
into the background. One charge which 
the voters have brought against Lady 
Astor, and one which counts in this 
community of workingmen, is her. stand 


on liquor. Ihe favorite epithet of thuse 
who oppose her is *‘ Pussyfoot,’’ and her 
opponents use the word as though it 
were a crime. 

“*I am not trying to take away any 
one’s beer,’ is Lady Astor’s answer. 
**I want to give the voters freedom to 
control the'drink trade. The brewers 
too often control trade and politics.’’ 

The Viscountess says she would not 
countenance any confiscation of trade 
without compensation. ‘ 

The real struggle is between her and 
her Independent Conservative riva), Dr. 
Bayly. He is for ‘‘ freedom and liberty, 
lower taxation and the old British sport- 
ing spirit.’"" Dr. Bayly opposes liquor 
control which Viscountess Astor spon- 
sored in the last House. 

Labor has a candidate in the person of 
Captain Brennan. but Lady Astor has 
much enthusiastic Labor support, in- 
cluding one of the labor leaders, F. H. 
West. Mrs. Isaac Foot, wife of the Lib- 
eral candidate whom Lady Astor .le- 
feated in her first campaign, is speak- 
ing in her behalf. 

Although nominally a Conservative, 
the Viscountess declares herself a social 
reformer, ‘and says she is more at home 
with the poor than the rich. Viscount 


Astor appears with his wife at all meet-, 


ings. Her most effective work, as in 
her first campaign, is canvassing among 
the people. The workmen’s wives crowd 
about her and applaud her. hey form 
the greater part of the audience at her 
indoor meetings and cheer her repartee 
when she scores off interrupters who 
shout ‘‘ Pussyfoot.”’

The word, however, has long 
since ceased to have any practical sig- 
nificance and may now be disregarded. 

** We have been furnished with elabo- 
rate briefs in. which the meaning of 
the words ‘white person’ is discussed 
with ability and at length, both from 
the standpoint of judicial decision and 
from that of the science of ethriology. 
It does not seem to us necessary, how- 
ever, to follow counsel in their exten- 
sive researches in these fields. It is 
sufficient to note the fact that these de- 
cisions are, in substance, to the effect 
that the words import a racial and not 
an individual test, and with this con- 
clusion, fortified as it is by reason and 
authority, we entirely agree. 

** Manifestly the test afforded by the 
mere color of the skin of each individuar 
is impracticable, as that differs greatly 
among persons of the same race, even 
among Anglo-Saxons, ranging by imper- 
ceptible gradations from. the fair blona 
to the swarthy brunette, the latter be- 
ing darker than many of the lighter- 
hued persons of the brown or yellow 
races. Hence to adopt the color test 
alone would result in a confused over- 
lapping of races and a-gradual merging 
of one into the other without any prac- 
tical Hine of separation. 

‘The determination that the word 
‘white person’ are synonymous with 
the words ‘a person .of the Caucasian 
race’ simplifies the problem although 
it does not entirely dispose of it. Con- 
troversies have arisen and will no doubt 
arise again if” respect of the roper 
classification of individuals in border 
ine cases. The effect of the conclusion 
that the words ‘ white person’ means a 
Caucasian is not to establish a sharp 
line of demarcation between those who 
are entitled and those who are not en- 
titled to naturalization b rather a 
zone of more or less debatable ground 
outside of which, upon the one hand. 
are those clearly eligible and outside of 
which, upon the other hand, are those 
clearly ineligible for citizenship. Indi- 
vidual ‘ceses falling within is zone 
must be determined as ig A arise from 
time to time by what this court has 
called, in another connection (David- 
son vs. New Orleans, 96 U. S. 67, 104) 
‘the gradual process of judicial inclu- 
sion and exclusion.’ 

“The appellant, in the case now under 
consideration, however, is clearly cf a 
race which is not Caucasian and there- 
fore’ belongs entirely outside the zone 
on the negative side. A large number of 
the Federal and State courts have so 
decided and we.find no reported case 
definitely to the contrary. These deci- 
sions- are sustained by numerous scien- 
tific authorities which we do not deem 
it necessary to review. We think these 
decisions are right. and so hold.”’ 

The opinion. in the other case was 
short, being supplementary to the 
Hawaii opinion.

‘I Am Pro-British,’ He Declares 
in Address to Canadian Club 
_ in Toronto. 
piconet > 

TORONTO, Nov. 13.—Rear Admiral 
William 8S. Sims, U. 8S. N., retired, was 
heartily cheered when in an address be- 
fore the Canadian Club today he safd 
that he favored the British “ because 
the British are good sports.” 

“I am _ pro-British,’’ Admiral Sims 
Baid. ‘‘In fact, I am characterized by 
some newspapers as the most popular 
British Admiral in the American Navy. 
I like the British because they are good 
sports and will stand the gaff without 
whimpering at all. You can torpedo a 
British sailor till he is blue in the 
face, but he still. will go Back to sea.” 

Addressing the Royal Canadian Insti- 
tute tonight, Admiral Sims said that

Provisions have been formulated 
forbidding the use of gas by the nations, 
but they are keeping their gas tanks 
filled anyway.”’

Naturally the waiting for 
the seats of the mighty is long. 

‘he Democrats were said to be on 
the eve of declaring for the end of the 
seniority rule in both branches of Con- 
gress last Summer, but that would 
have been merely political strategy to 
meet the Republican taunt of exces- 
sive Southern dominance in a Demo- 
cratic Congress, and to give a better 
chance to the considerable number of 
Democratic Representatives who were 
‘* snowed under ’’ in 1920. Only the 
freshmen ‘‘ insurgents’’ will be much 
interested in the change proposed. 
The notion that more effective leader- 
ship would result-from it with ju- 
dicious use of the helm by a Steering 
Committee is rather curious. Not by 
any device can you lead men who re- 
fuse to be led. Whatever friction is 
felt under the seniority rule would 
probably be increased. Senators whose 
superiority is not so evident to the 
majority as to themselves would be 
disappointed and sulk. Chairmanships 
might easily be attained by com- 
promises and “ deals,” and mediocrity 
get the better of distinction and old 
experience. ‘* Our legislative program 
will be enacted * when our Senators 
agree instead of fighting like cats and 
dogs. 


TOMORROW’S BRITISH ELECTION. 

The political contest in Great Brit- 
ain tomorrow will be more between 
parties than personalities. Not for a 
long time in such an election have the 
outstanding figures been so few. Mr. 
Bonar Law’s: Cabinet contains only 
two or three men of vibrant quality, 
though this fact goes well enough with 
the new Government's announced pol- 
icy of.‘‘ tranquillity” and refusal to 
undertake fresh adventures. But this 
Lpaucity of talent, or at least of forth- 
putting leaders, is a subject of endless 
mirth to the Opposition parties. Mr. 
Luorp Georce in his speech at Glas- 
gow disclaimed any intention to attack 
the new: Ministers, but sald he could 
not refrain from calling upon his au- 
dience to ‘‘ look at them.” Lord Bir- 
KENHEAD, at the same meeting, went 
further and recalled WELLINGTON’s 
saying upon receiving a reinforcement 
of green troops: “I dori’t know what 
“ effect they will produce upon the 
“enemy, but they frighten me.’’ 
About the only reply that could be 
made to this was offered by Lord 
RRopert Ceci, who sald that it was 
“better to have ‘second-class brains 
than a second-class character.”’ The 
Conservative Government might well 
Sak.

It will be at least interesting 
to see LiLoyp Guorca will get on 
as the leader’ of a guerrilla warfare, 
The greatest doubt of. all attaches to 
the fortunes:of’ the Labor Party in'the 
voting tomorrow. .The general expec- 
tation is that the. confident estimate, 
some time back, of 200 Labor mem- 
bers in the next House of Commons 
will prove to have been far. too ‘high. 
It_is supposed that for one reason or 
another the bright prospects of the 
Labor Party have been much dimmed. 
Yet the election prophets wisely re- 
frain from exact figures. ‘They. con- 


fess that they cannot tell how the vote | 


will go in the large industrial centres 
or what will happen in Wales, Lan- 
cashire and Yorkshire, And though 
the Labor Party’s war chest contains 
but a small sum, it is not forgotten 
that Labor candidates are able to con- 
duct their campaigns amazingly “* on 
the cheap,’” as compared with Con- 
servatives or Liberals. 

The straight-out fight between par- 
ties forecasts a straight-out Govern- 
ment, if the Conservatives win byeven 
a slight majority. Talk of another 
coalition is dying out. Even the less 
offensive term, “co-operation,’’ is 
little used as the day of the election 
draws near. There has been an oc- 
casional arrangement between Liberals 
and Conservatives not to oppose each 
other in a few constituencies, but even 
this has had the ap ce of a polite 
flourishing of swords ‘before a duel. 
For example, the Unionist Association 
at Carnarvon graciously withdrew op- 
position to Mr. Luorp’ Gsoras in his 
own constituency, but did it ‘* relying 
“upon his assurance that “he will 
** loyally servé under Mr. Bonar Law 
jn resisting the communistic at- 
“tacks.’”’ If Mr. Luorp Gsorag does 
not resent or repudiate this, when he 
gets his hand free after the election, 
he is not the first-class fighting man 
that he used to be. 


IT’S A LONG, LONG WAY. 

In 1914 a State-wide prohibition 
amendment to the Ohio Constitution 
was beaten by more than 83,000 votes, 
in 1915 by 55,000, in 1917 by 1,100. 
Gradually the Wets were losing. In 
1918 the Dry amendment won by 
some 25,000; only nine of thirty-eight 
counties “going Wet.”' Many per- 
sons who believed in local prohibition 
were averse to Federal prohibition. 
There are large foreign elements in 
the Buckeye population accustomed 
to the use of beer and wine. The 
people have had nearly three years’ 
experience of the results of the Vol- 
stead act. The State ts rich in cities, 
in great industrial centres; and labor 
complains bitterly, and not without 
reason, of the “inequalities ’’ of the 
Prohibition law. 

This was a year to bring out mis- 
cellaneous dissatisfactions. Everything 
was auspicious, one would have sup- 
posed, for the success of the Ohio 
constitutional amendment legalizing 
beer and wine. It has been beaten by 
a@ sensational majority, some 187,000, 
according to unofficial returns, and a 
convert to prohibition was elected 
Senator. California, a home of grape- 
raising and wine-making, has voted 
against prohibition steadily and again 
and again. California has just given 
a comfortable majority, estimated at 
nearly 80,000, for a State law to en- 
force, the Eighteenth Amendment and 
the Volstead act. These are two no- 
table direct defeats for those who hope 
and labor for the permitted use, not in 
the saloon, of beer and light wines. 

So the amiable watchmen on the 
towers of the Association Against the 
Prohibition Amendment need sharper 
eyes. There were disasters as well as 
victories for the liberalizers of Vol- 
steadism. It is likely to be a long time 
yet before the ruby kindles in the vine 
in these United States. The rigid en- 
forcement of the Volstead act and the 
various concurrent State acts is, to 
many minds at least, the best help to- 
ward a modification of the law and a 
reasonable. definition of intoxicating 
None the less, efforts for 
that. modification, though they may 
be powerless in immediate effect, 
should be pursued with new zeal. The 
California and Ohio Wets should try 
again. And if the above-named asso- 
ciation, which is said to number 
among its members 450,000 persons, a 
not yet impressive part of the whole 
population, desires to do. something 
fof the relaxation of the Volstead act, 
the very first thing it should do is to 
change its ill-chosen name.4

THE POLISH PRESIDENCY. 


Returns fromthe Polish Senatorial 
elections on Sunday -are coming: in 


‘Tslowly, but-it seems certain that the 


result will not differ markedly from 
that in the election for the lower house 
held a week before. The curious out- 
come is. that the non-Polish national- 
ities may have the decisive voice. in 
selecting the President of Poland. of 
the 444 Deputies\168 are. Conserva- 
tives; 9 belong to the Centre groups; 
182 are members of the Farmer, 8o- 
clalist and Labor Parties, usually clas- 
sified together as the Left; and two 
are Communists. . Five Ruthenians 
were: elected | on a separate ‘national 


the: election. of the President; who ts 
chosen by a- majority of Senate and 
‘Diet in joint session. 

“Most of these minority mipiahnes are 
cold, if not actually hostile, toward the 
Polish te. They certainly will not 
vote with the Conservatives; they will 
either walk out: and leave the election 
to be decided, subject to accidents of 
sickness and absence, by the slight 
majority of the Left, or they will yote 
with the Left for PirsupsK1. The 
one hope of a result more gratifying 
| to the friends of Poland lies in the 
possible collaboration of the strongest 
single party in the Left “group—the 
Modergte Peasant Party, headed by 
former Premier Wrtos— with the 
Right. ‘These groups have sométimes 
worked together in the past, and the 
‘Witos party is far from that attitude 
of intransigeance which is displayed 
by some other peasant.parties in East- 
ern Europe. Dirt farmers are in the 
minorty among its Parliamentary 
candidates; the representatives of the 
peasants include a fait sprinkling of 
Ph. D.'s. 
and his supporters to decide whether 
the Presidency of Poland is to be dis- 
posed of by Germans and Ruthenians. 


_“{A DROP IN THE BUCKET.” 

After hearing of Mr. RoCKEFELLER’S 
saving the drop of solder, we shall 
have to abandon the phrase, 
‘*only a drop in the bucket.’’ _ Mrs. 
Carnzr’s song of a gereration or 
two ago about the little drops 
of ‘water and little grains of dand 
making “the mighty ocean and 
the pleasant land” is too remote. to 
have practical value in stimulating in- 
dividual saving. But the fact that 
Standard Oil fortunes were begun by 
saving pennies comes near to every 
pocket. The saving of a drop of 
solder on every can of ‘oll seems in- 
finitesimal, but a. small multiplicand 
multiplied, by a large multiplier may 
make an enormous product. 

The trouble with most people is that 
they haven’t a big enough multiplier 
to make it appear worth while to save 
pennies. -But if they seem not to 
amount to much in the individual’s ac- 
count, they do in the collective. For 
example, before the war we were 
spending for education in the State gf 
New York only about 3 cents per per- 
son per day. Yet the total was a 
hundred million. The amount has 
been greatly increased since then. It 
was reported a few days ago that the 
amount spent for amusements was 
sixty-three millions a month, or three- 
quarters of a billion a year. The total 
is based on reports of the Treasury 
Department. This means that only 
two pennies a day for each man, wo- 
man and child are spent for this 
purpose. 

As the Scotch have it, “ Many a 
mickle makes a muckle.” And no 
doubt it is partly due to an appre- 
ciation of this fact by..Scotchmen that, 
as Sir James Barrir recently said at 
St. Andrew’s University, ‘‘ the very 
‘wind of their name has swept to 
“the ultimate seas.” Standard Oil 
‘*tins” are used by people of an- 
cient civilization in place of their stone 
water jars, as sheathing for their huts 
and as covering for their roofs. That 
this is due to something more than a 
thrift comparable to that of the Scotch 
all know, but it is a timely reminder 
in these prodigal days that the saving 
of.a drop of solder has had something 
to do with Mr. ROCKEFELLER’s ability 
to include in his budget for 1921 sev- 
eral million dollars for-fighting disease 
throughout the world.

It. is- the absurdity of 
the accusations he made, not their out- 
rageousness, that strikes us, and we are 
much more disposed to laugh at his em- 
barrassment than to denounce him as 
a reckless caluminator. 

What a does it make? we 
ask, just as we did when Mr. KIPLING, 
in an interview since repudiated, said 
in his haste some equally foolish things 
about the loss of America’s soul. Yet, 
though unimportant, the episodé is de- 
serving of a little thought, owing to the 
fact that Mr. Forrescuz is an historian, 
the author of several books that hither- 
to have passed for worth reading by 
anybody interested in the subjects to 
which he has devoted much time as a 
searcher for facts and the truth. 

Over those hitherto respected volumes 
not a little suspicion now is cast. Sure- 
ly corroboration is needed for any 
historic conclusion reached by a man 
who condemned as cheats a nation of 
100,000,000 people, merely because he 
thought that somebddy in our State De- 
partment had changed the wording of 
a document and ‘that one of our ath- 
letes, in an -international competition, 
had not shown the spirit of honorable 
sport. That is arguing from the special 
to the general with a.vengeance, and, to 
make it the more curious and surpris- 
ing, Mr. Forrescug based this particu- 
larly large and widely inclusive conclu- 
sion on happenings which, if not. im- 
agined, must have been trivial in them- 
selves, as they made upon his mind an 
impression so slight that only a few 
years afterward he has forgotten all 
the details.

Frenchmen, retur:.od 
thence, with. or without competence to 
judge the machine, seem to have taken 
it rather seriously. 

To say that they are wrong, that no 
such machine ever will navigate the air 
successfully, would be as dangerous as 
—well, as dangerous as aviation with 
planes with rigid wings unfortunately 
continues to be. -The birds and innu- 
merable tribes of insects do fly on wings 
that beat the air. That is ‘‘ nature's” 
way, and her only way, of solving the 
flight problem. Strangely few of ‘‘ na- 
ture’s’’ way of solving problems, how- 
ever, are imitable by human beings, and 
when they try to imitate her too closely 
they usually fail. 

None of our means of transportation 
more: than remédtely follows the great 
exemplar. None of our vehicles is car- 
ried along an legs, and though our ships 
are pushed through the water by pro- 
pellers that utilize the same principle 
exemplified in the fish’s tail, it is done 
in a manner wholly different. In all 
these tasks, as in so many others, men 
use the wheel—a disk turning on an axle 
—something that in all ‘‘ nature’ there 
is not and cannot ever be until men put 
it there, 

Man-made wings of the’ flapping sort, 
if moved with the speed and force re- 
quired for carrying through the air a 
heavy weight, would be. subjected to 
enormous strains and’ these would be 
especially severe at the weakest points— 
those of atigchment to the body of the 
machine, Remembering the terrible mis- 
take made by. a great American ‘scien- 
tist, Smson. NEwcoms, when he said that 
out of<no. known material could there 
be constructed a rigid plane. strong 
enough and light enough to fly on; it 
is the part of caution not to say the

‘fan and Greek refugees, who have been 


dispossessed by the Turks, and who 
now depend for support largely upon 
America. The suitableness of any ar- 
rangement. for their protection must be 
determined by its effectiveness, and 
no arrangement can be effective which 
depends upon the good faith of the 
Turks and upon the contingent action 
of the powers. Since 1774 the Turks 
have agreed in somé twenty-one inter- 
national documents.to insure the pro- 
Obviously 
there is but one effective way-of pro- 
tecting. the Christians, and that is 
removal of Turkish rule over them. 
By a letter dated September 5, 1022, 
I expressed: a fear that unless we 
‘actively sponsored the cause of Ar- 
menia, the Allies would sacrifice her 


and I indicated some of the considera- 
tions which, I believed, must necessar- 
fly guide our policy toward Armenia. 
I now desire to bring out more fully 
the cardinal reasons which impose upon 
America the duty and_ responsibility 
to act as sponsor for Armenia and to 
secure her freedom. : 

I. On October 30, 1918, Turkey capit- 
ulated to the Allies. The Turkish army, 
then. demoralized, nuimbered barely 
50,000 men. At that time the Allies 
were in a position to impose on Turkey 
the terms of any peace whatever. 

The Allies did not ask America to 
help them settle the Turkish problem. 
Nor did the Armenians ask America to 
help in the setting up of the proposed 
Armenian State. The Turks had 
slaughtered over 800,000 non-combatant 
Armenians, and 200,000 Armenians had 
fought in the ranks of the allied armies, 
or as independent units. The Aljllies 
had miade solemn and specific pledges 
that the creation of an Armenian State 
would be°one of the essential terms of 
peace. eae 

Under the circumstances above set 
forth the Peace Conference took up the 
consideration of the Turkish ‘problem 
in February, 1919, and official spokes- 
men of France urged the Armenians 
to ask France to take a mandate for 
certain parts of Armenia.

In his will Mr. Reinhardt gave to his 
wife, Emma Reinhardt, personal effects 
valued at $3,603, and left to his son the 
residuary estate, amounting to $14 7138.

ART NOTES. 


Gothic Tapestries and Furniture at 
American Galleries. 


The new galleries of the American Art 
Association still are somewhat in disha- 
bille. It takes time to lock as beautiful 
as these spick and span galleries’ intend 
to look before they are through with. it. 
Already there are flowers. Miss Lorenz 
has seen to that; and the lighting is as 
good as they said it would be, and the 
elevator will run presently, and the 
Gothic tapestries are up, and the stained 
glass panels are in place, and. the 
Souhami collection in general is ready 
for its review by the public, 

It is chiefly Gothic, with tapestries 
leading in importance.: One set is par- 
ticularly. impressive from. a_ historical 
point of view. There are three panels, 
woven at Gruges, after the cartoons ofr 
Bernard van Orley, painter of Mar- 
guerite d'Autriche on the occasion of 
her marriage to Philibert II., Duc de 
Savoie, called *‘ Le Beaw.’’ In the firs: 
panel Marguerite receives the portrait of 
Philibert. It is a sacred and 
she wears her widow's veil.. The second 
panel shows he: receiving the engaxe- 
ment ring and the blashing of the 
cestor,’’ according to the custom vf the 
period The third panel records the 
marriage ceremony. There are many 
figures and the facial expression is less 
diversified than is usual in the early 
sixteenth conury. work. The texture of 
the various stuffs shows the increasing 
tendency toward realistic rendering, ond 
the composition is somewhat confused, 
but it is a handsome series. 

A more amusing example of Flemish 
weaving attributed to the late fifteenth 
century has for its subject the six ages 
of man. Man has less to do with the de- 
sign than the multitu(inous animals 
roaming in.a garden behind a highly or- 
namental fence or stockade. The line 
is strong, the colors are fresh and decp, 
the characterization is lively. It is in- 
teresting to compare this example with 
ja sixteenth century weaving in which 
another type of gariten is depicted “ana 
the architectural background is devel- 

oped in rich detail. The march toward 
o ctorial treatment with a weakened dev- 
orative effect can be followed in less 
distinguished examples of the later pe- 





ods. ; 

Other objects of interest Include rome 
magnificent needlework, sofas and chairs 
of the Louis XIII. neHon: oak furni- 
ture, Gothic and -early Renaissance, 
richly carved in strong designs, and a. 
group of early French staifed glass, fif- 
teenth and sixteenth centuries, with two 
panels dating from the thirteenth. 

The collection opens the season for the 
new galleries with appropriate richneus 
of color and. decorative form. Also it 
provides a new test for the public inter- 
est in Gothic avhich has waxed and 
waned and again risen high since Mr. 
Kirby first lifted his baton in this for- 
tunate city. But the time {is short for 
secing it, as it will be dispersed on the 
afternoons of the 17th and 18th. :

FAILS: AFTER SUICIDE 


Unsecured Liabilities Placed. at 
$750,000, With $500,000. 
Available Assets. 


SELF-SLAIN BROKER BURIED 


Lawyer Says Creditors Will Re- 
ceive Substantial Settlement 
=—<No Bucketing Found. 


Publication of the suicide of Jesse A. 
Wassermann of Wassermann Brothers, 
42 Broadway, was Yollowed yesterday 
by the appearaace of clients of the Stock 
Exchange firm at the main offices with 
demands for securities or cash balances. 
The demands weré refused and several 
‘hours later an involuntary petition in 
bankruptcy was filed ag-inst the ‘con- 
cern, a receiver was appointed and the 
suspension and failure were announted 
on the rostrum of the Stock Exchange. 

A few hints of the last: overwrought 
hours of the 38-year-old broker, son of 
the late Hdward Wassermann, assdciate 
of spectacular Wall” Street plungers, 
came to light yesterday. 
naire submitted by the Stock Dxchange 
was received by the firm recently, it 
was said, requesting information regard- 
ing.its position on the market, whether 
long or short of stock, details of the 
accounts of partners, individuals and 
other information. 

Wassermann, who was the active part- 
nér in the concern, unsuccessfully sought 
a loan of $250,000 over the week-end. 
This would have been sufficient, it is 
understood, to have tided the firm over 
its embarrassment. _Wassermann sought 
the loan in two quarters, , making one 
request of a client of his firm. No hint 
of the possible consequences: of . refusal 
Was conveyed to the eliént, otherwise 
the loan would have been forthcoming, 
the man is reported.to-have said yes- 
terday. 

Young Broker's Funeral, 


Having played his last card, Wasser- 
mann committed suicide. by shooting 
himself in ‘the head last Monday in his 
apartment at 29 East Eighty-third 
Street. He gave up all hope of the loan 
twenty-four hours before his reply to 
the Stock Exchange questionnaire -was 
aue.

LAUSANNE, Noy. 14:—Fate may in- 
tervene in ‘the marriage. of Mathilde 
McCormick and Max Oser next April 
because of the proposed Socialist levy on 
capital, 

Miss McCormick may bring to the 
Swiss. Government a dot of many mil- 
lions when she becomes a Swiss citizen 
in the Spring, according to Socialist 
newspapers, which assume that the cap- 
ital levy bill will be approved at the 
election on Dec., 3. 

In the) case of Miss McCormick’s for- 
tune the levy may amount to 60 per 
cent., which is the maximum. So long as 
she is a Swiss citizen it makes no dif- 
ference. where she lives nor where she 
is married, she must-immediately give 
up more than’ half: her property. “Even 
if Max Oser becomes a naturalized 
American he will be a Swiss whén hé 
marries, so his property will be lable to 
levy. 

Under a new American law Mathilde 
may remain an American in the éyés of 
United States law. but not- of Swiss.

Provisions of Proposed Law, 
By JULIAN GRANDE. 


GENEVA, Nov. 1,—The law proposed 

by the Socialist Party. in Switzerland 
to put a levy on capital is still agitating 
citizens of all classes, including the So- 
Clalists themselves. It is even asserted 
that this levy on capital, which So- 
clalists in various countries are now de- 
manding, has its origin in Moécow. The 
following is the text of the initiative 
which will be voted upon in a referen- 
dum on Dec. 3 next: 
*‘*1, The Confederation levies a single 
tax on capital to enable it, and-cantons 
and :the communes to carry out their 
civil obligations.
